LITTLE BIG TOP 

An unusual attraction which toured the United States in 
1948 was the Dunn Brothers Circus, a miniature model that 
required 18 years to complete and was built on a scale of 
Vi inch to one foot. With its electric lights, public address 
system and animated sections controlled through a panel, 
the circus occupied a platform 34 by 83 feet and contained, 
besides scores of cages, trucks and ticket booths, 54 
tents, 3,500 animals and 4,500 performers, employees and 
spectators. 



SEEING SNAKES 

Several decades ago when most American sideshows 
were fakes, one such notable character was Bosco, the 
Snoke Eater. During the course of each day's performance 
he would consume about one hundred bananas, stuffed in 
frankfurter skins painted toresembte rattlesnakes. 



LEAPING TO FAME 

Probably the most sensational equestrian of the circus 
was Lucio Cristiani, of the versatile Cristiani family. His 
incredible somersault from one horse, entirely over the 
back of a second to the rump of a third horse, has never 
been duplicated. On a single horse, Lucio did fork jumps, 
single and double backward and forward somersaults, and 
pirouettes from one horse to another. He also balanced 
other members of his family on his shoulders and head, 
while the horse travelled about the circus ring at a full gallop. Another member 
of the Cristiani family was oble to support a woman standing on her head atop a 
thirty foot pole, while riding on a horse.
